2 adult Lemurs (primates) are being housed in the same primary enclosure with 3 adult exotic birds called EMU'S. These are not 
compatible species and must be housed separately to avoid the possibility of injury. To correct his item the EMU'S must be moved 
to their own enclosure. CORRECT WITHIN 24HRS.
